PACKING WAGE PICTURE 
By Joe Steel 

NEGOTIATIONS in the Packing industry have open- 
ed with an extremely fluid situation. The UPWA-CIO 
has presented a long string of demands, including a gen- 
eral wage increase, a welfare and pension plan and specific con- 
trols over speedup. 

Since CIO president Philip Murray and other right-wing lead- 
ers have refused to develop a unified wage strategy of the major 
ESN Sechons uel nrccieh. G -eelleh Gath Ob Sin umptoret. it is ob- 
vious the packers will try to take advantage of this situation. 

Neither the packers nor the steel ind or other Big Busi- 
ness interests could stand up to the workers wage and pension 
demands with such united action in the CIO. : 

This unity could change the picture over night in the packing 
industry. The packers would know this is not 1948,. when the 
packinghouse workers were left te carry the. ball by themselves.

Only Two “Lapses” 
In Discipline 


Actually, in Peiping, in the first week, 
there were two breaches of discipline. 

In one case a’ squad leader borrowed 
three cooking pots from a worker (and 
returned them). . He had no obtained 
written authority to do so. 

In the other case, a soldier, offered 
a cup of tea, had accepted it. 

I asked the political commissar of the 
army what he thought about this record 
of two minor lapses among 40 000 men. 

He said: “Not perfect, is it?” But I 
think he was smiling. 

An army like this, which also sweeps 
the courtyards, fetches the water and 
chops the wood for the people, is one 
of the most powerful propaganda a 
educational forces in Liberated China. 

Any Chinese who has met the Kuo- 
mintang is anxious to hear why this 
army is so different, and the fighters are 
never averse to telli them. 

Although the Peop 's Army is now a 


regular army, with not a sign of its old 


guerilla character, it maintains democ- 
racy right through its ranks. . 

Every action, every change of : ‘policy; - 
is discussed at all levels. 

All officers come from the ansiks and 
are often selected as a result of the 
expressed wish of their immediate col- 
leagues.

AHE Wisconsin State Journal, of Thursday, June 30, 
contained an article which we decided to investigate. 


The article ran as followsr“Joe Racek, head of the 
Mazomanie Food Corp. was fined $100 and costs in Su- 


perior Court. Wednesday when he pleaded guilty to 
charges of assault and battery on a 15-year old icmmi girl 


‘who was employed at the food firm. 


“Asst. Dist, Atty. Charles O; Vau Dell told the court ‘that 
Racek became angered when he found the girl ulling cabbage 
s oo field when she was assigned to plant cabbage in another 

: 

“He kicked her in the stomach with his knee when he tried 
to force her into his car, and the blow caused her-to have a mis- 
carriage, Vau Dell said. 

“Vau Dell said there were about 50 or 60 transient jie 
workers employed by the Mazomanie firm. . . . ‘We have received 
five or six complaints from the workmen about false representa- 
tions made to them concerning free. transportation, clothing and 
food which were made to lure them to work there. Vau Dell 
told. the court.” 

We drove about 100 miles enquiring into conditions on the’ 
Racek farm, from people who work there now, and who have 
worked there previously. There were two Negroes in our party, 
one a student, and leader of the NAACP, the other a worker in. 
Madison, and two whites, myself and a Madison mam. We in- 
terviewed several farmers, and several former workers on the 
farm, two of them white youths, and one a Negro. The stories 
added up to a picture of exploitation of both Negro and white’ 
farm laborers that approaches the peonage system on southern 
plantations. 

The Racek farm covers about a thousand acres of land, 
much of it reclaimed swamp with heavy, rich, black peat-loam 
soil. The canning plant is on the farm. Tomatoes, sweet corn, 
and sauerkraut are’ the main canned products, with the season 
extending from June into October, including: planting, cultivat-. 
ing, picking and canning. al workers are recruited from teen- 
age youths in the vicinity and poor farmers, whose income has 
to be supnlemented. by work outside their farms. Negro workers 
are imported from near Macon, Georgia, packed in school buses 


and semi-trailers. 


“They just went down for another load today,” one white, , 
youth reported, adding: “They haul them up here like cattle. 
It’s a shame to treat fellow human beings like that.” 

We were told that the. Negro workers lived in barracks, 
one for the married couples and children, and the other for the 
single men and women. . 

We were told that although’ the kitchen ‘looked clean the 
food was not very oe and the beds in the barracks had no 
sheets or pillows when our informant Was there. The commis-_ 
sary charged 7 cents for a bottle of Pop, ordinarily costing. a

Breakfast is often called the most important mea! of the day.

During the summer months the children 
have time for outdoor play; they use up lots of energy. Adults need

with a hearty meal of cereals, fruit, bread and milk. 


During summer months we perspire freely; we need more 
minerals to replace those lost in perspiration. Minerals and vitamins 
aye needed throughout the year for energy and health protection. 
Vegetables. and fruits are rich in-minerals and vitamins. Now that 
the markets have ample supplies, make sure we serve more of them. 


While vegetables are plentiful and cheaper than in winter, be- 
come acquainted with new foods for your table. All are cooked 
the same way; in a smal] amount of boiling water just long enough 
to make them palatable. Don't overlook vegetables. Try beet 
; . And youll never again throw away the tops of fresh beets.
